tioning board disclosed the over 
charges, the panel .summoned Hil­ 
liard to a conference and sought 
his agreement to abide by the reg­

and enforcement officials, agreed 
to bring his prices into line Sub­

Cleveland Mourns As 
61 Nameless Blast 
Victims Are Buried 


(By A ssociated B rass) 
CLEVELAND. Nev 14--Cleveland 
mourned today. 
The city's 61 nameless victims of 
the East Ohio Gas Co. liquid gas 
explosion and holocaust of Oct. 20 
fatal to 130 persons—were laid 
to rest in mass rites at suburban 
Highland Park cemetery. 
Families and friends of the 61 
persons listed as missing breathed 
hushed valedictions at services in 
which 
Protestant, 
Catholic 
and 
Jewish churchman participated 
Several 
hundred 
mourners — 
widows 
and 
children, 
parents. 
friends—ringed a circular common 
burial plot where in concrete com­ 
pel trnents received the individual 
caskets. Like sentinels of sorrow, 
young elm trees circled the final 
resting pla'e of the disaster’s an ­ 
onymous victims 
Some of the s,.,-nt onlookers were 
tearful; but many were dry-eyed— 
their weeping already was done. 
Comparatively few flowers rested 
on the numbered caskets. 
Mayor Frank J. Lausche, Ohio's 
governor-elect, and other officials 
and executives of the gas company 
stood with bared heads beside the 
wind-swept 
graves 
Almost 
sym­ 
bolically, 
belated 
sunshine 
burst 
through bray clouos and enveloped 
the scene. 
In motorcycle-flanked convoys of 
15 hearses each, the bodies were 
taken from county morgue to the 
cemetery. Clevelanders paused to 
uncover—and pray—as the cotege 
passed along St. Clair ave., which 
borders the blast scene.
